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Sir: 

This is in response to the Restriction Requirement mailed December 29, 2005 and setting 
forth a one month period for response. Accordingly, this response is due on or before Monday, 
January 30, 2006. 

In the Restriction Requirement, the examiner set forth twenty groups of claims directed to 
different polynucleotide sequences from which applicant must elect a single invention. 

Applicant elects, with traverse. Group VII, including claims 1, 14 and 21-25 in part, 
directed to a polynucleotide sequence consisting of or complementary to 0RF8 encoding a y- 
type peroxidal phosphate enzyme within SEQ ID NO: 15, host cells, and method. 

It is respectfully submitted that the claims of Group XVIII (claims 2, 3, 13 and 21-25 in 
part), which are directed to a polynucleotide sequence consisting of or complementary to 0RF8 
encoding a y-type peroxidal phosphate enzyme within SEQ ID NO: 16, host cells, and method, 
overlap with the claims of Group VIL The y-type peroxidal phosphate enzyme genes of SEQ ID

NO: 15 and SEQ ID NO: 16 in Groups VII and XVIII share over 95% sequence similarity wihin 
their coding sequences. Thus, it would not be an undue burden on the examiner to search these 
two nearly identical genes. 

Moreover, MPEP §2434 allows for the examination of a reasonable number of nucleotide 
sequences in a single patent application; up to ten sequences are indicated as reasonable. 
Applicant requests only that these two nearly identical sequences be joined in the present 
application. 

Entry of the Response to the Restriction Requirement and favorable consideration are 
respectfully believed to be in order and respectfully requested. However, if any issues remain 
outstanding, the examiner is respectfully requested to contact the undersigned so the prosecution 

may be expedited.
